Nowadays, with the enormous in-

county has come to be looked upon, 
not as a barrier to agricultural de- 
velopment, but as an incredibly rich 
asset, capable of attracting indus- 
trial capital and providing employ- 
ment for new population and con- 
tributing directly to the prosnerity 
of the country in which it is situated. 

An excellent example’ of how a 
forest area, which yesterday was a 
wilderness, can become in a few 
months the scene of a highly pros- 
perous i dustrial town, is sunolied 
by the history of Irequois Falls in 
Northern Ontario. Only a few years 
ago the townsite was occupied by a 
few settlers and travellers. To-day, 
by the estab‘ishment of a pulp and 
paper in‘iuetry, 2.500 men are given 
regular emn'oyment and the wage 
distribution each year is over $3,- 
700,000.

AMENDMENTS TO 
~TOWNACT MEET 


The Spirit of Changeable Restlessness 
Marks. the Attitude of Members. 


Edmonton, Alta., April 15.—A spirit 
of changeable restlessness marked the 
house on Thursday afternoon, and 
was particularly marked during the 
consideration of tae bill amending the 
Town Act in committee of the whole. 

One ofthe proposed: amendments 
is a clause which makéy it compul- 
sory for a town to assess buildings

their value. The clause received the 
approval of the ministors,, who 
tendeq that it should go through in 
order that this legislation would con- 
form with other acts which contain 
this clause, , 


CONDEMNS SINGLE TAX 


It involves the. principle of single 
tax, which was roundly condemned 
by Hon. Duncan Marshal! and others 
In the course of the discussion. Mem- 
bers on the government benches re- 
volted in protest againat thjs clause 
and voted to strike it out of the bill. 
On further consideration there was a 
change in the feeling of the house, 
and a vote for Its reinstatement car- 
ried. On the suggestion of Premier 
Charles Stewart, {it wasagreed to 
let the disputed clause stand over for 
consideration later. 


J. A. McColl (government), Acadia, 
was the leader in the move against 
this clause. He maintained that the 
towns should have the power to do 
what they liked, and that the legis- 
lature should not make “his compul- 
sory. Hon. Duncan Marshall said 
that they should be made to tax iim- 
provements. Tais would particularly 
ighten the load for school taxes ‘on 
the farmers. Hon. C, R. Mitchell, 
who had charge of the bill, thougnt 
that the clause should be aceepted. 
He said that twenty-six towns in the 
province, or about half of them, were 
taxing improvements at present. Only 
two towns did not have any municipal 
debt. 


WOULD MIX UP TAXATION 


Hon. J. R. Boyle said that if the 
clause did not pass, taxation would 
be mixed up. Towns should be com- 
pelled to meet their liability. J. S. 
McCollum (government), Vegreville, 
favored letting the towns run their 
awn business, as long as they paid 
theiv dekts ‘

day afternoon. R. L. Gaetz occupied 
the chair and introduced the speaker 
as one well qualified to deal with the 
subject in hand. 

Industrial conditions in Canada are 
only slightly depressed as compared 
with other parts of the Empire, while 


the political peace is only interrupted : 


by petty political bitterness in some 
legislative halls, 

The pulse of Empire, the’ British 
Isles themselves, is beating irregular- 
ly and spasmodically. The conditions 
in Ireland are all too well known. The 
people of Canada trust that Ireland, 
from which came so many of our illus- 
trious men, may soon be restored .to 
peace and happiness. The United 
Kingdom is threatened with the great- 
est industrial war it has ever seen. 
We read of these conditionsevery day, 
so will leave the discussion to the 
press. 

THE ANTIPODES. 

The Australian Commonwealth, div- 
ided into states, is governed much like 
Canada, save that the Lieutenant- 
Governors of the states are appoint- 
ed by the Colonial office in London. 
Nationalist, Labor and Farmer par- 
ties are there. Mr. Hughes, “the Dic- 


tator of Australia,” headed a ‘labor 
government until 1917, when he 
formed the Nationalist party and 


again carried the country in 1919. 
Just before this last election, New 
Zealand promised to pay her returned 
men a bonus of 36 cents per day for 
overseas. service, and Australian sol- 
diers demanded the same. The Dic- 
tator agreed, and the matter became 
political football for a time as to what 
method of payment would be adopted, 
each party playing for political advan- 
tage. 

Australia has no use for Asiatics, 
who are pressing for admission to the 
country, and who are-needed by the 
large employers of labor. In view of 
our alliance with Japan, the matter 
will require careful and _ deliberate 
handling at the Imperial conference. 
Our problems of growing taxation, 
debt, extravagant expenditures, and 
decreased production are in common 
with Australia. 

New Zealand has its labor troubles, 
and demands Asiatic exclusion. Her 
mandates over certain German 
islands are causing her some concern, 
as they are only a bill of expense at 
present. The methods of securing 
labor for the plantations on these 
islands practically amounts to slavery 
inasmuch as natives of other islands 
are indentured to work on their es- 
tates for three years at ridiculously 
low pay. This causes heart burnings 
to social reformers. These islands 
need Asiatic labor, yet New Zealand 
would fain exclude it. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


South Africa stands as a monu- 
ment to the greatness of Britain’s 
Colonial policy, that has solved intri- 
cate and embarrassing conditions and 
difficulties. South Africa was settled 
by the Dutch, and became a_ British 
colony by conquest. As” British 
settlers increased, the original Dutch 
retired inland, forming the Orange 
Free State and the Transvaal Repub- 
lic. These remained peaceful agri- 
cultural states, till rich minerals were 
discovered. Troubles ensued, and 
without waiting to discuss the right 
or wrong of the war, suffice it to say 
that the Republic became part of the 
British Empire at the close of the 
Boer war in 1902—Crown colonies 
first, but in 1910 the Union of South 
Africa was formed as a_ Dominion. 
This step was considered dangerous 
by many, but when war broke out in 
1914 with Germany, our old enemies 
of 20 years ago organized an army 
under Botha, cleared the Union of 
Germans and rebels, and conquered 
German territory. Political as well 
as military developments have vindi- 
cated our system of colonization. 
There is the South African or loyal 
Boer party, the Unionist or British 
party, and the Nationalist or “South 
Africa for the Boer” party. Botha 
had led the South African party, 
which, through not having a clear ma- 
jority in the house, was supported by 
the Unionist party on war activities. 
Botha died, and General Smuts took 
his place, another former Boer leader. 
Smuts made a notable appeal for unity 
at the session just before the recent 
election, urging for: (1) Maintenance 
of the British connection; (2) Co-oper- 
ation among white racés, and (3) Con- 
centration on a policy of industrial de-

The future of the white race 
in South Africa depends on the abil- 
{ity of the country, within the next 
few generations, to absorb a _ white 
immigrant population large enough to 
counteract the pressure of the colored |: 
races. : 

What applies to South Africa in 

this regard applies also to Australia, 
New Zealand and, in a lesser degree, 
to Canada, We must recognize in In- 
dia a great potential Imperial storm 
centre. 
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EGYPT 

Control} of the waters of the Nile by 
the great Assuan Dam has_ brought 
great internal prosperity to the land 
of the Pharaohs, which has been dor- 
mant for so long. This, with the con- 
fidence inspired by British rule, has 
developed a national spirit that now 
cries out for recognition; riots and 
disturbances are the most noticeable 
manifestations of this. The problem 
will have to be. settled in the near 
future. The Milner commission made 
recommendations looking to a meas- 
ure of self-government. The Imperial 
Government is already taking steps 
to put this into effect. One -great 
drawback is the faet that 92 per cent. 
of the population are.illiterate. Can 
they can be trusted to select the type 
of representative best qualified to 
guide and direct such an electorate? 

We have little information on the 
progress of events in Palestine, Per- 
sia and Mesopotamia save that there 
is a-scheme on foot to repatriate’ the 
Jews in Palestine. Mesopotamia has 
tremendous potentialities in the fer- 
tile valleys of the Tigris and Euphrat- 
es. Persia, which even before the war 
was divided by a fairly well defjned 
line into the British nd Russian 
spheres of influence, may become 
a prey to the Bolshevik on the north 
and the warring interests of the 
Anglo-Persian and Standard Oil Co's. 
in the centre and south. The ques- 
tion of Imperial interest regarding the 
mandates over these countries is the 
matter as to who is going to foot the 
bill. Should all parts of the Empire 
contribute to the cost sustained by 
any one portion in discharging this 
service to the nation. 


INDIA 


India is a wonderful country. There 
was an early civilization there. India 
has every variety of climate from trop- 
ical to Arctic. She produces Nearly 
everything that can be grown, and 
has immense manufactures. The area 
of India, Burma, and the feudatory 
states is over 1,700,000 square miles; 
her population is over 315,000, 000 
souls. Canada has approximately 2 
people to the square mile,’ while in 
India there are 185 to the square 
mile. The country was governed by 
the East India Co. until the middle of 
the 19th century. That company could 
scarcely be called un altruistic insti- 
tution. The government now {fs in the 
hands of a Viceroy and council as- 
sisted by a very efficient civil ser- 
vice. 

India now has the “civilization dis- 
ease,” the effect of too close contact 
with the west. The aborigines of 
Australia got it when they met us, and 
they died of it. India is tougher and 
older; she will not die, but she is ill. 
Civilization is not easily digested. 
India has stepped from the ox cart to 
the super-six almost overnight. The 
changes have come too suddenly to 
India—changes that have developed 
gradually with us. 

Machinery, modern weapons, the 
printing press, and an understanding 
of what is meant by responsible gov- 
ernment mean the growing of a _ na- 
tional spirit. Political parties have 
evolved. The Moderates favor free- 
dom in political institutions, but the 
retention of connection with England. 
The Nationalists openly advocate the 
end of British rule in India. The 
Mohammedan party is rather opposed 
to: England on religjous and senti- 
mental lines. 

The birth of the national spirit 
took concrete form in disorders of 
various kinds. One thing led to an- 
other 1i11 General Dyer marched one 
hundred men through the street and 
fired on a mob. This produced a tre- 
mendous moral effect. Some main- 
tained that this action prevented fur- 
ther disorders; others maintained it 
was sheer cold-blooded German fright- 
fulness, At least, it had the effect of 
preserving the lives of thousands of 
loyal subjects. f

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ating reforms. India has been grant- 
€d popular assemblies. The Imperial 
government is alive to the needs of the 
case. There will be a legislative as- 
sembly of 40 appointed members and 
100 elected representatives. The 
Council of State or second chamber 
will consist of 60 members, not more 
than one-third of them being officials. 
Further reforms are expected. The 
King’s appeal was for “harmony and 
kindlindss in an orderly advance to- 
ward free institutions.” The common 
people hailed the King's proclamation 
with delight; politicians have taken 
varied views, but the results on the 
whole have been good. 

The national spirit in its youth is 
a jealous one, and the treatment of 
Hindoos in other parts of the Empire 
is carefully reported, the questions 
requiring tactful treatment by the 
Colonial office in London to avoid 
trouble. 

The threatened Bolshevik invasion 
of Persia and India is another prob- 
lem in the east, In Russia, the Sovi- 
et communistic basis has failed  be- 
cause the’ peasants have refused to 
give up the land. Also, a new mid- 
dle class has arisen, based on _ the 
spoils of robbery. The Soviet govern- 
ment has now offered concessions to 
foreign capitalists as a compromise

Labor leaders and the Labor 
Press want immigration stopped. 
Lobbyists have been busy at Ot- 
tawa for some time picturing be- 
fore members the fearful results in 
unemployment that would likely 
follow if Canada does not -bar the 
door to immigration. The unem- 
ployment situation is not a new 
roblem. Winnipeg and Canada 
ave been dealing with it annually 
for the past twenty years. Any ex- 
sess in unemployment at the present 
time is due to the fact that the pub- 
lic stopped buying goods made dear 
sy too high a cost of production, in 
which labor figures largely. There 
s abundance of work in Canada and 
shere will be plenty for everybody 
70 do — immigrants and all — for 
years to come. The present dif- 
ficulty is that capital will not gam- 
ve on the present high cost of pro- 
luction. herefore it is not the 
tearcity of work that is causing the 
‘rouble but the scarcity of capital. 

The propaganda that Labor lead- 
srs have been spreading in the Labor 
Press is of an entirely selfish and 
tlass distinction, The phase of the 
mmigration question considered by 

‘hem, is how will immigration affect 

Labor supply, or to be more con- 

srete, how will it affect wages? 

Labor leaders speak of possible im- 

migration aggregates that will 

ikely flood Canada, but they never 
sliminate the 30 to 40 per cent. of 


women, school children, and under, |; 


‘ncluded in immigration totals, that 
Jo not enter the labor market. Sta- 
tistics show that of every twenty 
male immigrants over 21 years of 
age, the average is about three skill- 
ed laborers, ten unskilled workers 
and the other seven of professional 
and miscellaneous occupations. What 
would Canada have done in pre-war 

. years without immigration? Where 
will Canada be if the resolution now 
before the Ottawa House “that all 
immigration be suspended until a 
normal condition of affairs is estab- 
lished,” is considered. There is a 
general impression that the only 
immigrants Canada needs, are those 
going directly on the farms. That 
is true, but will the immigrant com- 
ing to Canada go directly to the 
farm? Mr. W. S. Bennett, member 
of the United States Immigration 
Commission, who worked two and 
a half years investigating the ques- 
tion of immigration abroad, chal- 

- lenges any statement that the cities 
are the wrong place for the immi- 
grant, so far as the immigrant is 
zoncerned. ( 

Mr. Bennett goes on to say that 
the Immicration Commission fdund 
the fact to be that 98 per cent. of 
‘the immigrants in a general way, 
and sometimes very specifically, 
cnow what employment they are go- 
ng into before they leave their 
yomes, their wives and other de- 
yendents. The reason why the im- 
nigrant goes to the cities, Mr. Ben- 
aett explains, is that he has a better 
thance to earn a little ready money 
and that there are also opportuni- 
ties_for him, if he is cf a foreign 
tongue, to talk to men of his own 
seople, who speak his languace, 
which is most essential during the 
tinje that he is learning the Eng- 
lish language and the local situa- 
tion. “If the opportunities on the 
farm are greater than those offered 
in the city, the immigrant will soon 
find it out and act accordingly,” 
savas Mr. Bennett. 

Mr. Bennett asks the question 
should anyone blame the newly ar- 
rived immigrant for going to the 
place where he finds compatriots, a 
place of worship, and helpful sur- 
roundings for him to get the right 
start in a new land. If hescannot 
speak English, he has an opportunl- 
ty in the first few months to rain 
a wider knowledge of Canadian con- 
ditions from people of his own birth 
who are always to be found in the 
cities and towns. If when the im- 
migrant first lands he is not trained 
or even equipned to go out on the 
prairies to settle down and get a 
living from the soil, what is the use 
of sending him out there to become 
a disgruntled and dissatisfied citi- 
zen? Immigration is a problem of 
great consequence to the veonle of 
Canada to-day Immicration has a 
great influence on industry and on 
our prosperity which is the basis of 
revenue for the government. The 
public generally, should seriously 
protest against any governmental

Is Canada to Bar The Door?’ 


try of desirable immigration into 
Canada. A constructive policy of 
selective immigration is needed and 
it Is up to Canada to establish a con- 
structive policy based on a careful 
examination of conditions here and 
abroad to the end that it may safe- 
guard our interests and promote the 
general welfare, regardless of any 
one class. ; | 

Canada needs new people, needs 
them badly, on the farms and in all 
lines of industrial activity where it 
is now almost impossible to get men’ 
to do the great amount of necessary| 
tough labor to keep industry mov-; 
ing. Certainly, there are people 
who should not be permitted to.come 
into the country, because in the very 
nature of things their admittance’ 
means conflict and radical social) 
disturbance in our midst. Canada! 
already has its share of this class.; 

Canada is not the congested coun-| 
try that Labor leaders would have! 
people think. Canada covers an area 
of 3,603,910 square miles. Now let 
us deduct one-third, or say 1,200,- 
000 square miles of what might be 
classed at present, as undesirable or 
unproductive areas. This leaves a 
basis of approximately two and a 
half million square miles. Canada 
could absorb the entire population 
of the British Isles (England, Scot- 
land and Ireland) and then have 850 
less people to the equate mile than! 
now exists in the Old Land. Plac-; 
ing our pecs population at 10,- 
000,000, that means an average of 4 
prorle per square mile in Canada. 
f this two-thirds of Canada were 
as densely populated as France, we 
would have a population of approxi- 
mately 482,500,000 people and yet 
France is not a densely populated 
country. It has substantially a 
thrifty, farming population; it has 
forests and large unoccupied areas. 
If this two-thirds of Canada were 
as thickly settled’ as the United 
Kingdom, we would have a popula- 
tion of over 65,000,000 people. Tak- 
ing Canada’s greatest’ immigration 
year (1913) as a basis for compu- 
tation, it would take over 250 years 
for this country to become as thick- 
ly settled as even the United States 
—not counting the natural increase. 

We.don’t have to go abroad for 
comparisons. Let us take the pro- 
vinces of Prince Edward Island and 
Nova Scotia. If the four Western 
provinces were as thickly settled as 
these two Eastern provinces, we 
would have a population West of 
the Great Lakes of over 27,000,000 
people and to settle this many peo- 
ple it would take above 135 years 
with as great an influx as we had 
to the West during the banner years 
of 1911, 1912, 1913 and 1914 — 
not even taking into account the 
natural increase. Here is the situa- 
tion in so far as Western Canada is 
concerned. Speaking in round num- 
bers, Manitoba has but six people 
to every square mile, Saskatchewan, 
two to the square mile, Alberta less 
than two, and British Columbia prac- 
tically only one to the square mile. 
Giving every possible allowance for 
waste land and reducing our square 
mileage down to productive areas 
the very suggestion that immigra- 
tion should be curtailed in any re- 
strictive capacity at all, permits of 
no basis for argument. 

The population per square mile 
for Great Britain and Ireland is 374. 
The population of France taken by- . 
the census of 1918, gave 40,412,220 
or a population of 193 persons to 
the square mile. In 1912 the popu- 
lation of Belgium was 7,510,418 and 
the population per square,mile was 
658 persons. The population of the 
German Empire in Europe in 1911 
was 560,100,000, or a population of 
311 to the square mile. 

In face of the above, is there any 
wonder why the people of Great Bri- 
tain, of France, and of Belgium, 
should not be turning their eyes to 
a country such as Canada where 
the possibifities for the future are so 
great? Is there any reason why as 
a part of the Great British Empire, 
we should close our gates to the 
people of Great Britain especially, 
or to the peonle of France, Belgium 
or the United States, from whence 
so many desirable citizens have 
come to us. In the interests of the 
country, we should have a construc- 
tive and not a restrictive policy of 
immigration. — Employera’ Associae 
tion of Manitoba, Bale st d 
Be med 1 .

THE REPORTER'S. DUTY 


. 
When a newspaper reporter asks 
questions, he does not seek to satisfy 
personal ,curiosity, but. to. fulfill. his 
duty to his paper and thereby aid his 
paner to fulfill its duty to the public. 

Recently. a New York supreme 
court justice granted an injunction to 
prevent the Mayor of that city from 
barring the representative of one 
newspaper from the meetings of a city 
board.- In doing so, the judge snid: 
“The press fs the lever that moves the 
world and no other earthly power 
could move it.” 


In commenting on his decision, the 
Jacksonville Metropolis says: 

“The public is entitled to know. the 
news. No other agency other than 
the newspapers can-serve them in tls 
respect. Repoftere are not seeking 
facts for the satisfaction of personal 
curiosity. It is their duty to gather 
the news regardless of whom It af- 
fects, and when a stumbling block is 
thrown in their way it is an attempt 
to thwart the rights of the public. 


“No real newspaperman has a de- 
aire to twist or mould the facts to 
his own taste, as some people imag- 
ine. for he realizes that truth is 
stranger than fiction: and when he 
feels that the truth has been given 
his he is satisfied. But some people 
make a purpose of deteiving report- 
ers. Evidently they forget that the 
reporter’s training has taught him to 
sense ‘The nigger .in the. woodpile,’ 
and because he does not carry ‘out 
the deceit to their own taste, they pro- 
claim him a ‘monumental liar.’ 

“The reporter is the news gather- 
ing agency of a newspaper. The pub- 
lic depends on him for the facts. He 
has a wight to demand them and in 
the execution of his work certain 
privileges should be extended him.”

CH’S DECREE 
Sl IGNORED BY COURT 


Without stating any reasons for 
judgment, Mr. Justice Coderre, of 
Montreal, has dismissed an action by 
Damo E. R. Ahern. seeking the annal- 
ment of her marriage toR.

PRELIMINARY TRIAL

Charged With Incitement to Perjury---Shearer’s Declare Evidence i in Horse-stealing Case 
False. and F: bricated by Mr. Russell. 


The preliminary trial of the charge 
of subornation of perjury against A. 
H. Russell, K.C,, in connection with 
thé’ Shearer horse-stealing cases, be- 
san at the Council Chamber and the 
City Hall, Red Deer, on Wednesday 
afternoon before Police Magistrate G. 
B. McLeod, Edmonton. 

The Crown was represented by Mr. 
Hugh C. Macdonald, of Edmonton, 
with Chief Detective Nicholson, and 
Inspector Fisher, of the A. P. Police, 
ussisting. Mr. Russell was represent- 
ed by Mr. McKinley Cameron, of Cal- 
gary, and Mr. W. E. Payne. Commis- 
sioner Cuddy, head of A.P.P., was 
present on Wednesday. 

The Crown witnesses were Ira 
Shearer, Mrs. Ira Shearer, and Owen 
Shearer. ‘The defence were also per- 
mitted to cross-examine Chief Detec- 


tive Nicholson, A.P.P., and Claude 
Shearer; the Crown did not examine 
them, ; 


After sessions on Wednesday after- 
noon, and Thursday morning and af- 
ternoon, the case was adjourned until 
next Wednesday at 1:30, unless Mr. 
Macdonald's engagements prevent. Mr. 
Macdonald was ready to close ‘the 
Crown case with Owen Shearer's evi- 
dence, but at Mr. Cameron’s request, 
he sent Detective Nicholson and Claude 
Shearer to the box for cross-examina- 
tion by Mr. Cameron, and Will bring 


{Carlos and Harry Shearer from Fort 


Saskatchewan in order to have them 
also cross-examined by Mr. Cameron. 
Mr. Cameron has also asked that Judge 
Morrison of Stettler be subpoenaed 
for next Wednesday. Mr. Macdonald 
preferred having the trial adjourned to 
Edmonton, but the magistrate thought 
more of those interested would be 
served by continuing it at Red Deer. 

The charges were that Mr. Russell, 


as the Shearers' solicitor, had incited. 


the Shearers to commit perjury at the 
Red Deer trial in January by swearing 
falsely that the McKnights sold Ira 
Shearer four head of horses on July 7, 
1920, and executed and delivered a bill 
of sale for the same: that the Mc- 
Knights had sold Ira Shearer four 
head of horses and one heifer on Aug- 
ust 2, and executed and delivered a 
bill of sale for the same; that the Mc- 
Knights had sold Ira Shearer three 
head of horses on August 10 and ex- 
ecuted and delivered a bill of sale for 
the same; and that Ira Shearer- had 
delivered to Constable Mahoney, A. P. 
P., three bills of sale on August 30. 
Further, that between August 29 and 
March 21 the accused had fabricated 
evidence with the intent of misleading 
the court, contrary to sec. 177 of the 
Criminal Code. Mr. Russell was not 
asked to plead to the indictment. 

Mr. Macdonald submitted the steno- 
graphic transcript of the, evidence 
taken at Red Deer in January when 
lra Shearer was placed on trial for the 
theft of the Thorlakson mares, when 
the jury disagreed.

Irn Shearer went over with Mr. Mac- 
donald the particulars of his various 
trials at Red Deer and Stettler on the 
charges of horse-stealing and perjury. 
He had sworn at Red Deer in Janu- 
that he had purchased from the

He had given evidence that he had 
bought from the MeKnights four head 
of horses‘and one heifer on bill of sale 
of August 2, which evidence was not 
true.

On Monday evening Mr. Nicholson 
came up to them at Stettler and asked 
them what they figured on doing and 
they told him they had not decided 
what to do. Witness talked it over with 
the boys and they objected to turning 
over the whole ranch; Mr. Russell 
wantec $3,000 more; they might fight 
it further and come off worse. The real 
reaso:; of their.trouble was the four 
charges of perjury against them. They 
considered whether they wouldn't be 
better off to tell the judge the truth. 
The closer to the penitentiary: the 
harder Mr. Russell hollered for money. 
They had not talked the matter over 
with any policeman, they had not 
spoken to any policeman about their 
position except Mr. Nicholson. He had 
told no one he was going to plead guil- 
ty except his brother Owen. The 
Crown and the police had not known 
that he was going to plead guilty. 

“Was it suggested to you that you 
go on with your plea of not guilty, 
and then break down in cross-examin- 
ation by Mr. Macdonald and admit 
perjury ?” . 

“No,” 

There was no assurance, witness 
continued, that the perjury cases 
would be withdrawn. They were with- 
drawn after the trial. He knew he 
would get some sentence; he knew 
nothing of suspended sentence; no 
promise was held out to him; it was 
to depend upon good behavior.

Mr. Cameron considered the course

sale, and had two more bills to cover 
other horses. Mr. Cameron would 
have it that. probably other horse 
thieves than themselves were running 
horses on the range. They had sworn 
to no lies but such as Mr. Russell had 
directed, she said. 

Witness did not know when he first 
saw Mr. Russell that Carlos had made 
a written confession; he himself had 
never made any admissions of guilt 
to the police. He may have said to 
Inspector Fisher on Aug: 30 that it 
was foolish to get mixed up in sugh : 
scrape, but he had never admitted 
horse-stealing. Witness was vigor 
ously cross-examined as to Inspector 
Fisher's evidence that Ira had told 
him he was a damn fool to get mixed 
up in that business, and he only did 
it to get out of a hole he had been in 
for four years. When he first saw Mr. 
Russell the police had nq written‘ or 
verbal confession that he knew.

Owen Shearer 


Owen Shearer was the first witness 
Thursday morning. He had given evi- 
dence at the Ira Shearer trial in Red 
Deer in January for horse-stealing: be- 
fore Judge Ives. He had sworn that 
the bills of sale for horses were given 
them by McKnight- brothers: on July 
17, on August ,.2, and August 11, and 
that the McKnights were then in the 
country. ;.This was not true, and he 
knew it was not ‘true at the time. He 
had’ not ‘given’ any evidence as to the 
delivery of these bills of sale to Corp. 
Mahoney. He had sworn that he had 
made out the bills of sale, and that the 
McKnights had signed them: this was 
not true, nor was it true, as he had 
sworn, that he had seen the McKnights 
as late as August 10. The last he saw 
of them was late in June. He had 
sworn according to what Mr. Russell 
told him to swear. He‘had consulted 
with Mr. Russell at Stettler last Octo- 
ber: he had ‘seen Mr. Russell previous- 
ly when he was in barracks at Red 
Deer. Mr. Russell wanted him to take 
the blame instead of Ira. He had told 
Mr. Russell that the McKnights were 
not in the country. Mr. Russell wanted 
witngss to swear that he stole the 
horses. They had framed up the evi- 
dence at Stettler in October. They 
got the dates from the depositions of 
theepreliminary trial at Red Deer in 
September, and fixed up the bills of 
sale in the evidence of the Shearers 
to correspond. Mr. Russell had 
written out the evidence for them, and 
they were to commit it tomemory and 
give it in court. Mr. Russell was par- 
ticular as to the dates of bills of sale, 
owing to evidence Smith might bring 
up. The bills of sale were written 
about Augyst 25, and one at Stettler. 
He had signed John McKnight's sig- 
nature to the third bill of sale from a 
check he had got at Big Valley. Mr. 
Russell thought at first he could use 
the first two, and also the third, but 
a couple of weeks before the Red Deer 
trial he had abandoned it. Mr. Russell 
had said that it was a damned good 
thing that the Stettler trial did not go 
on and he had not to produce the bills 
of sale. He had heard Mrs. Shearer 
lay the custody of the bills of sale on 
to Corp. Mahoney at ‘Red Deer. He 
had heard Mr. Russell say that he 
would not touch the bills of sales, that 
he would lay the blame of their disap- 
pearance on Corp. Mahoney: this was 
at his office about a week before the 
Red Deer trial. It appeared in the 
preliminary evidence at Red Deer that 
Corp. Mahoney went in the house alone 
with Ira. 

Mr. Russell wrote out evidence for 
them at Stettler and Red Deer, and 
had- it afterward typed by a steno- 
grapher. Owen had to swear that the 
MckKnights. had signed the bills of 
sale, though he had told Mr. Russell 
when he was arrested that the bills of 
sale were no good. All of them had 
their typewritten stories for the Red 
Deer trial ‘ except Harry, He had 
turned his paper into Mr. Russell, as 
Mr. Russell said that they were not to 
get caught with those papers .on them. 
He identified the typewritten evidence 
prepared for Mrs. Ira Shearer. When 
first in jail, they had wagted-to plead 
guilty, but changed their minds after 
seeing Mr. Russell. The conversation 
as to loading the bills of .sale on to 
Corp. Mahoney took place in Stettler; 
the story was finished before the Red 
Deer trial at Mr. Russell's office, and 
twice at his residence. All were there 
except Harry who was in the Hospital. 
He -was at Mr. Russell’s house two 
nights before the Stettler March trial. 

Ira had a memo book with names 
and brands of stock: he thought Ira 
lost that book. He had got an old 
memo book at Mr. Russell’s directions 
from Bill Mason at Gadsby and Ira 
had made a number of entries in it. 
Mr. Russell had torn out two pages, 
and had torn out a brand on one cor- 
ner. Some pages of the book had been 
taken out because Mr. Russell had 
changed the evidence. 

To Mr. Cameron, Owen said his 
eldest brother Bill had never stolen 
horses. Owen had written the bills of 
sale at Ira’s request: Ira was a_ poor 
writer, and he was not much better. 
The bills of sale had been made on a 
regular form; Ira had three or four. 
Owen had made out two bills of sale 
on the 26th and 27th of August; he 
had got the forms from Mr. Chappell, 
Gadsby, he thought. At Mr. Cameron's 
instance Owen wrote out, as near as 
he could, the matter he himself had 
put into the bills of sale.‘ There was 
none of witness’ writing in the memo 
book. He had written out the bills of 
sale at Ira's instance in order to pro- 
tect Ira. He had not stolen horses, but 
had helped to bring in horses which he 
knew to be stolen. He was aged 31

Her 
children had been baptized, she de- 
clared at first, but Mr. Cameron found 
out a minute or two later that her own 
child had not been baptized and that 
she did not know about her adopted 
boy Maurice. She was a Christian 
and believed in God. “Was it not a 
terrible thing,” Mr. Cameron asked 
her, “to call upon God to witness that 
she was telling the truth and then tell 
what she now professed was a pack 
of lifes.”

this world and the next: anybody who 
knew anything of human nature would 
know he was lying at Red Deer. 

Claude, Harry and Carlos gave a 
second mortgage for $2,600 on a farm 
west of Red Deer, on which there was 
$3,000 due the C.P.R., and the boys 
had no title as yet. He did not think 
the $2,600 was too much. They paid 
him $100 cash, and $28 more. Mr. Rus- 
sell at Stettler on March 20 told Claude 
and. Owen that they had got to get to- 
gether and turn the farm over to Mc- 
Clure and himself. “I cannot do any- 
thing until you turn the farm over— 
we must take it to appeal.” Witness 
had told Mr. Russell to go to hell. Mr. 
Russell wanted to mortgage for $3,000 
nore. Mr. Russell knew if Harry and 
Carlos came clear that, he could not 
get the $3,000. He had not had agreat 
deal of confidence in Mr. Russell. Mr. 
Russell was using them to put the 
police in jail—Inspector Fisher and 
Corp. Mahoney. He had not spoken 
to the others about his suspicions. He 
did not understand he had taken an 
affidavit about Inspector Fisher: Mr. 
Russell had taken down a statement 
of what he said Carlos had told him, 
and he had signed up. The affidavit 
had been submitted to the Attorney- 
General's Department, Mr. Cameron 
said. He had sworn that Carlos had 
‘his nose peeled, :and had told him In- 
spector Fisher had choked him and 
compelled him to tell lies. Mr. Russell 
was using them against the police, he 
was convinced: “it was a fight then 
between Inspector Fisher and Mr. 
Russell, and you were the tools inthe 
struggle," was Mr. Cameron's sugges- 
tlon. Owen Shearer defended his good 
faith in his present statements and 
belief. Harry and Carlos should never 
have been convicted: they had not 
stolen the horses, though they had 
brought them over: Carlos had no 
knowledge that he knew of of the horse- 
stealing; he had tried to“keep the 
younger boys out of it: he was sore 
at Mr. Russell because he had not 
conducted the boys’ case according to 
schedule. Witness was not surprised 
when he was arrested for perjury: he 
looked for it the moment any of them 
were found guilty. Ira and Owen had 
discussed things from Stettler to La- 
combe and he had said that they had 
bettor own up everything, and they 
had sent for Mr. Nicholson at La- 
combe. “It looks like we're in bad,” 
they told him. Mr. ‘Nicholson aodmit- 
ted it, and said: “Boys, I go not want 
you to tell me anything: when you get 
back to Stettler, tell the-truth to the 
Judge." They did not get started on 
their story, before Mr. Nicholson in- 
terrupted thom. Mr. Cameron failed, 
after persevering efforts, to get from 
Owen that any exact words had been 
used before Mr. Nicholson broke in.

They were not more friendly with the 
police at Red Deer over the week-end 
than at other times. They did not talk 
with Inspector Fisher on the train 
back to Stettler.

Before he had heard from his 
agents, he had reason to believe that 
thgre was a chance after the Red Deer 
trial of Ira Shearer saying something, 
and he went to Fort Saskatchewan. 
He told the Shearers there that he 
wanted to know whether they had any 
information to give him. They replied 
that they had nothing to say more 
than they had said at Red Deer. 

Before the trial at Stettler he had 
Deen informed by his agents of prac- 
tically the whole story: the regular \. 
P. P. force did not- know these men 
were on tke job at the ‘time. 

When they sent for him at Lacombe 
on their way back last month from 
Stettler to Red Deer, Ira said: “What 
did you want me to tell you at Fort 
Saskatchewan?" Witness replied that 
he did not want Ira to tell him any- 
thing, thdt he knew what: they wanted 
to tell, that they had better tell their 
story to the judge. He then left them. 
He had had a full report from his 
agents of what the Shearers would 
have told him of what Mr. Russell had 
udvised them to say. 

He did not know that Ira and Owen 
had been arrested on the perjury 
charge until Friday, March 25, at the 
train; he _ believed Detective Scott 
swore’ the information before the 
finish of the trial of Carlos ond Harry, 
probably on the 23rd. They were sworn 
before the local J.P., he had, known 
that the informations were to be laid. 
The charges of perjury were  with- 
drawn, after the evidence given at Ira 
Shearer’s trial on Tuesday, 29th, by 
witness’ instructions... They had been 
remanded for eight days, 

Witness went down alone to the 
Stettler jail Monday evening, March 
28th, after supper. The message 
for him came from one of the local A. 
P. P. officers. He asked the Shearers 
if they were still of the same mind as 
when he saw them at Lacombe. They 
were, they said. They had told no one 
about it, not even their lawyer. Mr. 
Macdonald had not seen the Shearers 
that day or evening. As the result of 
the conference in jail on Monday night 
at Stettler, witness had told Mr. Mac- 
donald that Ira would likely plead 
guilty. There were no negotiations for 
leniency carried on. He did not know 
if Judge Morrison was interviewed in 
regard ‘to leniency. He did not be- 
lfeve that the Shearers said they would 
not believe’ the police that leniency 
would be extended to them until they 
were personally assured by Judge 
Morrison. He had no knowledge that 
the Shearerg were to plead not guilty 
and then break down under Mr. Mac- 
donald's cross-examination. He had 
only spoken to Mrs. Ira Shearer once— 
on Good Friday at Lacombe. Mrs. 
Shearer looked down-hearted, and he 
told her she could see her husband at 
any time on the train or at Red Deer. 
Mr. Cameron seemed very anxious to 
learn how the Judge had been inter- 
viewed, but could get no information. 
from Mr. Nicholson on that matter. 

The statement of the Shearer boys 
came to him from other than A.P.P. 
regular forces. He had taken’ such 
action because of his conclusions as 
to the evidence before Judge Ives at 
Red Deer, and because of Mr. Russell's 
charges against the police. Neither 
Inspector Fisher nor any members of. 
the A.P.P. had knowledge that witness 
had put special agents on to Shearers 
trail. 

Mr. Cameron and Mr. Nicholson 
had quite a conference as to Mr. Rus- 
sell's charges against Inspector Fisher 
und the police. Inspector Fisher had 
first asked investigation of these charg- 
es in January, 1920, following state- 
ments made by Mr. Russell at the 
Simpson banquet in Red Deer, that 
prisoners were being induced to plead 
guilty by promise of lenient sentences. 
Mr. Cameron on his part said that the 
Deputy Attorney-General had promis- 
ed an investigation to Mr. RuBsell and 
that Mr. Russell had forwarded five 
specific charges to Mr. Boyle, but no- 
thing had been done. Mr. Nicholson 
said that Mr. Russell had never gone 
to the Commissioner of Police with 
his charges; they did not necessarily 
know of his having gone to the Dep- 
uty Attorney-General. Mr. Nicholson 
said he had come down in January to 
attend the Shearer trials at Red Deer, 
and, as well, to deal with the trouble 
between Mr. Russell and Inspector 
Fisher. The Commissioner was an- 
xious to have these accusations clean- 
ed up. <After Mr. Russell had made 
his accusations again in the Shearer 
trial before Judge Ives, the Judge had 
stated that an A.P.P. official, meaning 
Mr. Nicholson, was there for the pur- 
pose of receiving any complaints and 
referring them to the proper authori- 
ties. Mr. Russell had said a lot of 
things at the, trial whieh were not 
true. 

Mr. Cameron had been advised by 
Mr. Russell that what the Judge had 
said was that he would report what 
Mr. Russell had said to the proper 
authorities and recommend an inves- 
tigation. 

A transcript of Judge Ives’ remarks 
will be procured to straighten up this 
matter.

Claude Shearer to Mr. Cameron said 
he was arrested about Aug. 28, the 
first of the boys to be arrested, on a 
charge of driving a car without a 
Ncense. No horse stealing charge was 
laid until Sept. 6, and he was acquit- 
ted. While in jail on the Motor Ve- 
hicle charge he had made a written, 
signed statement to the police after 
Carlos had made his. Mr. Payne was 
witness’ lawyer; he had nothing to do 
with the stealing; Harry and Curlos 
had little to do with it either, so far 
as he found out. Carlos had a scratch 
on his nose when he saw him, but he 
said little about it. He had not heard 
Inspector Fisher say at the barracks: 
“Sign it, damn you, align it,” though 
he had sworn to it at Stettler. .He 
had heard that or something like it, 
and a scuffle from the top cell; he 
could not say it was Inspector Fisher 
as the voice was downstairs. Wit- 
ness had been told to commit perjury 
with the idea of saving Ira and the 
bunch from the pen. While not much 
of a church man, he knew it was wrong 
to swear falsely. “If we had never met 
Russell we should probably all have 
been clear today,” he declared, 

Mr. Cameron took witness step by 
step over a signed statement he had 
made in Mr. Russell's office on Sent. 
6. There was no Bible in Mr. Rus- 
sell’s office to swear on; he had sign- 
ed the statement after Mr. Russell had 
written it down. The statement of 
Sept. 6 was to the effect that Carlos 
and he occupied the same éell and had 
a trip with Inspector Fisher on Sat- 
urday to find the horses; did not ro- 
member sitting alone with Inspector 
Fisher as the affidavit stated, but he 
had told Mr. Fisher who his lawyer 
was—Mr, Payne. Did not remember 
Mr. Fisher asking after Carlos law- 
yer, though the statement said so, 
and that Mr. Russell was his lawyer. 
Mr. Fisher did not say Car los had bet- 
ter get Payne for:a lawyer, and he 
would get him and Garlos off. Mr. 
Payne had told him he was crazy to 
sign that affidavit for Mr. Russell; 
believe witness told Mr. Payne that it 
was a pack of Hes he had, told Mr. 
Russell—rather, that some of it was 
false. He knew it was wrong to com- 
mit perjury, but Mr. Russell had said 
he could get them out of it. He would 
not have killed the Thorlaksons if 
Mr. Russell had-advised him to do so. 
He knew it was a crime. 

Mr. Macdonald contended that it 
had not been shown that this was an 
affidavit. ‘ 

It was not true, witness continued, 
that he had said that Carlos was sore 
on Mr. Fisher over the choking deal; 
that was in Mr. Russell's story. He 
believed Carlos had some sort of scrap 
with the police. It was not true that 
Inspector Fisher had said that he did 
not want the whole family to go over 
the rorud. Did not remember Mr.Fish- 
er calling him into his office and ask- 
ing if Owen was mixed up in the horse 
stealing; he had never told Mr. Fisher 
that Curlos and Harry, were the ones 
who took the horses. A number of de- 
tails about Mr. Fisher’s and Carlos’ 
scrap which were in the statement 
were not true—that Mr. Fisher had 
choked Carlos as the only way of get- 
ting it out of him, etc. He had made 
an short statement about the horses to 
Inspector Fisher. It was written out 
by Detective Scott he thought. It 
was not true. He wanted to help out 
Carlos, his younger brother, and blam- 
ed Owen Shearer and McKnight. Mr. 
Russell had used them as tools against 
Mr. Fisher; he believed. He had con- 
fidence in Mr. Russell up to the Stet- 
tler trial, when Carlos and Harry were 
convicted; he felt there was some- 
thing wrong, lMowever, after the Red 
Deor trial. Mr. Russell refused to go 
to Edmonton for bail for Ira after the 
January trial, unless he got $300; they 
raised $100 and he went. The appeal 
was talked of even before the Stettler 
trial, At Stettler after the March 
trial Mr. Russell had told them they 
had better turn the half section over] 
to him, or get $3,000.
